THE BATTLE. 

Out of that came what was known 
as the “battle of the telephones,” 
with much wrangling before the Ralil- 
way and Canal Commission, composed 
of two laymen'and « high court judge, | 
which has the task of adjusting dif- 
ferences when the government cannot | 
come to terms with owners of property | 
it intends to acquire. i 

In ordinary times such a contest 
would surely have engaged as much 
national attention as any big lawsuit, 
but in this amazing year of political 
and labor crisis it passed, like payment 
of members and other “revolutionary” 
changes, almost unnoticed. All the 
legal luminaries were in the fight. The 
government had Atty.-Gen. Sir Rufus 
Isaaca, Solicitor-General Sir John Si- 
mon, and all the other law officers of.

tional Telephone Company employed 
the pick of the brains on the unof- 
ficial side of the legal mart. Colossal 
sums were spent on fees to experts, 
maps galore hung like modern tapes- 
tries on the walls of the court, models 
of towns and exchanges were handed 
round like wne in a game of chess, 
while the lawyers spent their nights 
studying technicalities wherewith to 
trip unwary engineers on the witness 
stand by day. The end of it all was 
the commission suggested a compro- 
mise—aftér the costs had mounted to 
a staggering height. But John Bull

Terms having been agreed upon, 
the question arose of transferring the 
1800 men from the National Telephone 
Company to the government system.
